No last date has been prescribed for submission of applications but it is in the 
interest of applicants themselves to make applications immediately and in any case not later 
than 30 days from the date of issue of this notice. 

3. The validity period of all licences irrespective of the date of issue will be upto the 30th 
June 1953 where licences have six months’ validity shown in columns. In other cases the licences 
will bo valid for twelve months or eighteen months from the date of issue as shown under the 
same column.
